|that Mr. Burt will be in a position 
to offer exceptional service to 
the two communities due to his 
long connections with public util- 
ities in the middle west. 

It is also reportea tna. tne 
couny farm bureau has been mak- 
ing a thorough study of the case 
and will be of great assistance. 

Possibly half of what the com- 
pany is asking would be a fair 
rate of increase in telephone 
charges, Mr. Gray said. If the 
company should get what It is 
:asking for the new rates woula 
take about $25,000 annually out 
of the two communities, over 
what is already being paid. 

Assurance has been received 
that the commission will pay par- 
ticular attention to the proposed 
rate increasing hearing. 

In June, the commission held 
a hearing in the Ontario city hall 
to receive data from the company 
concerning the proposed rates. 

In the meantime, Mr. Gray ana 
the other city officials have 
studied the bookkeeping records 
jfrom the company and preparea 
a defensive case.

states east of the Mississippi riv- 
1er,”’ Bradley declared.
